I omen to observe the ‘increasingly in- 
telligent respect which is paid to ‘the 
memory of St. Patrick as his veárly 
festival comes round. There was.a ‘ime— 
gone, I trust, for ever—when the real 
import of the Sairit’s life and work was 
forgotten, and the day was treated as an 
occasion for rude and boisterous merry- 
making, not free from drunken excess by 
the many, and passed over, in con- 
temptuous ignorance, by those of the 
better sort. This attitude towards the 
day of our National Saint has completely 
vanished, and to-day he and his work are 
remembered and venerated by good Irish- 
men of whatever colour their politics may 
be, and whatever form they profess of the 
faith which St. Patrick successfully 
organised in this land; for St. Patric 
was essentially the organiser of the 
Christian Church in Ireland. There were 
scattered Christians in Ireland before his 
time. Intercourse between Ireland and 
the Continent of Europe and England had 
been frequent and continuous for many 
years, and it was inevitable that this 
should result in the introduction of 
Christianity by individuals passing from 
Gaul and Britain for purposes of trade: 

In 431 A.D. PaHadius had been sent by 
Pope Celestine as Bishop “to the Scots 
(t.c., Irish) believing in Christ.” He died, 
however, ‘Wery shortly. afterwards, and his 
successor was found in Patrick. The 
work that Palladius failed to do Patrick 
accomplished. 


FULL OF CHARACTER. 


Patrick had-two great qualifications for 
a successful missionary bishop—an utter 
personal devotion to Christ, and a de- 
termination to carry out without flinching 
the work to which he had set his hand. 
The characteristics are apparent to anyone 
who reads Patrick’s writings which have 
come down to us—namely, his ‘ Confés- 
gion,” his “ Letter to Coroticus,’’ and the 
“* Breastplate.’’ These have been shown 
beyond reasonable question to be the 
actual compositions of the Saint, and we 
find in them clear indications of a strong, 
rugged and devoted character, curiously 
suggestive of the same type of mind as 
St. Paul. These authentic writings of the 
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St. Patrick’s Day in London. 


St. Patrick's Church, Soho, where the 
pes al London celebration of St. 
atrick’s Day will be observed, has some 
curious associations. The original church, 
founded by Father O’Leary, a famous Irish 
riest. in London, about 1790, was the 
allroom of a nobleman’s mansion which 
had been converted into a notorious 
gambling house kept by a Mdme. Cornelys. 
When the house was demolished the 
ballroom was allowed to stand, after being 
consecrated as a church, and remained in 
use until ‘replaced by the present buildin 
a generation ago. ‘Two nieces of Davi 
Garrick were generous benefactors of the 
original church, and their memory is per- 
petuated by one of the altars, which bears 
thelr joint names—Martha and Mary. 


St. Patrick and the Cakes. 


An interesting custom is observed on 
and near St. Patrick’s Day in Co. Tyrone. 
It. consists of the baking of a certain cake 
to honour the Saint, and the legend con- 
nected with it runs as follows: St. Patrick 
seems not to have had a very encouraging 
time in Co. Antrim. He moved on to 
Co, Tyrone, and was in need of refresh- 
ment at the time. A certain pagan family 
named Sigerson heard of his coming, and 
the mother, Dame Sigerson, sent him a 
very fine cake and something to drink, in 


| spite of the religious difference between 


them. Ever since it is the custom of the 
people who live within a thirty-mile radius 
of the Sigerson house to bake a special 
cake in his honour, and this year a lady 
whom I know was offered a “St. Patrick’s 
cake ” when she was in Tyrone.

As he writes in his Confes- 
sion, he heard “ the voice of the Irish who 
lived beside the Wood of Foclut, near the 
Western Sea. And thus they cried as with 
one mouth, ‘ We beseech thee, holy youth, 
to come and walk among us oncé more.’ ”’ 

Patrick's final landing was on the 
shores of Strangford Lough, not far from 
where he was once a captive. The exact 
spot of the landing has been identified 
within recent years. He converted King 
Loighaire at Tara, probably, as Professor 
Macalister thinks, at some pagan festival 
about the 25th March. These and many 
other incidents.are given to us in English 
translations by the late Archbishop Healy, 
Professor J. B. Bury, and Dr. White, in 
their editions of the life and writings of 
St. Patrick. To those who like to have 
their saints as wonder-workers. the lives 
of Muirchu and Tirechan will provide for 
their wants; but those who prefer to look 
for the man as he describes himself will 
easily find him in his own writings, as the 
earnest, courageous, indomitable pioneer 
bishop who laid firm and strong the 
foundations of ‘that faith which has always 
kept its place in the hearts of Irishmen. 

To Southern and Northern Jrishmen, to 
the men of Meath as to those of Connacht, 
Patrick comes every year with the same 
message—‘‘ Sirs, ye are brethren.’’ These 
are years in which his message does not 
fall on deaf ears.

If you 
wish to sit down you can dnly do so by 
occupying a table and then partaking of 
some refreshment. My tipple is café 
créme, which costs 34 frances, and then 
the waiter’s tip is one franc. Almost all 
day long up to midnight there is some- 
thing going on, a very good band, ‘perhaps 
a concert, and there is a comic opera in 
the evening. ; 


THE PLAY AND OPERA. 


The theatres are cheap—from 8 francs 
up to 50 or 100 francs—but, as you know, 
you need an intimate acquaintance with 
the language to follow what is going on. 
The written word is easy in French; you 
can guess the trend of the phrase in con- 
versation; but the idiomatic French of 
the stage, particularly the modern 
theatre,.is beyond me. 

But the opera. Well, music has: no 
nationality, and so you are safe here. 
The opera at Nice during the winter and 
spring months is first-class and. extra- 
ordinarily cheap for the quality «that is 
given. (Good seats are to be had from 10 
francs upwards. I booked a seat in what 
we at home call the parterre for 16 francs.

When the post is toghe left, and must be 
passed on the righ it is red. . The 
motorist, whose headlights throw the red 
disc into luminance, treats it as he would 
treat a red reflector on a cycle ahead of 
him; that is, he steers well to the right 
in passing.. White discs indicate obstacles 
on the right to be avoided. The motorist 
treats them as he would treat an 
approaching headlight; he steers well to 
the left. These discs were arranged on 
the trial route in such fashion as to guide 
approaching cars round curves in the 
route, with a generous margin of space at 
sharp corners.

Imperial Co-operation. 

The value of imperial co-operation was 
illustrated yesterday in a striking manner 
by Mr. Hugh R. Ross, President of the 
Irish Linen Merchants’ Association. He 
spoke at a Belfast luncheon at which the 
principal guest was Mr. F. W. Field, 
senior Trade Commissioner in Canada. 
During recent years the Ulster linen 
trade has been making a number of 
experiments at its Lambeg laboratories 
with a view to the cultivation of a special 
kind of flax seed. After many trials the 
Research Association succeeded in the pro- 
duction of a pedigree seed which gave an 
‘increased yield of between 30 and 50 per 
cent. of flax fibre per acre over the 
average yield of commercial seed—an’ 
improvement that assures to the flax-

OF JUTLAND FAME. 


Although the Roya] Oak, which is a 
battleship of 52,000 tons of the Royal 
Sovereign class, was recommissioned at 
Devonport last April, she is manned from 
the Chatham division. The vessel was laid 
down at Devonport in January, 1914, and 
completed in 1916, when she was passed 
into the First Battle Squadron of the 


Grand Fleet and was present at Jutland. 


She was in the thick of the fighting at 
the battle of Jutland, and sank four enemy

Captain KENNETH Gtrsert BALMAIN 
Dewar, who was appointed Flag Captain 
and Chief Staff cer to the Royal Oak 
iast October, is a Scotsman. Before he 
joined the Royal Oak he was Deputy 
Director of the Naval Intelligence Divi- 
sion. He is a Commander of the Order 
of. the British Empire. 

CoMMANDER Henry Martin DANIFL's 
service during the war included a period 
in the Baltic in the Dauntless, for which 
he was mentioned ir despatches, and re- 
ceived tho D.8.0. He specialises in 
gunnery, and has written a book since the 
war called “ His Majesty’s Valiants.’’

AN UNOFFICIAL VERSION. 


According to a special correspondent in 
London yesterday, the incident arose over 
matters having. little or no connection with 
purely naval duties. The incident, it is 
said, had mere association with the socia! 
life of a battleship, beginning with a 
dispute over a proposal to have a jazz 
band in the battleship, Royal Oak. 

It appears that garbled and somewhat 
sensational reports have been received in 
London from Malta and have been dis- 
cussed in the clubs.

According to an unofficial version of the 
Royal Oak incident, cables Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent at Malta, the affair started with 
a regular formulated complaint, and 
culminated in personal disagreements 
among the three officers concerned. The 
Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Sir Roger 
Keyes, made efforts to pour oil on the 
troubled waters, suggesting as a solution 
that Rear-Admiral Collard should transfer 
his flag to Resolution, but this course did 
not appeal'to the Rear-Admiral. 

There is, undoubtedly, Reuter adds, 
some strong service reason fog these 
developments regarding which no official 
information is forthcoming.

Italy's ‘latest proposal. Premier Muéso- 
lini wants to increase the population, 
which,‘ from a Governmental] standpoint, 
means increased, military power and in- 
creased possibilities for industrial and 
economic exploitation. The number of 
marriages in Italy amounts now to three 
hundred thousand yearly. ' This average 
could easily be raised to four hundred 
thousand if economic difficulties were 
removed.

married if they could get the first outlay. 
to establish a home. Formerly a thousand 
lire was enough capital for a married 
couple to pay for furnishing an apart- 
ment and buy linen and kitchen utensils, 
At the present time, however, five 
thousand lire are barely sufficient, and no 
workman or employé has that sum at his 
disposal. 
In. order to obviate this difficulty, 
increase marriages and thereby “ boom”’ 
the population, it is proposed that.a bank 
or special financial concern be established 
by the Fascist State to furnish young 
people willing to get married with about 
ten thousand lire to each couple, which, 
it is calculated, would enable them to 
establish a home and have a smal] surplus 
until the household runs smoothly. 

The restitution of the money, it is pro- 
posed, would be made up in two or three 
years by a monthly levy on salary. A 
small interest rate would be charged. 
Half a billion lire of capital would easily 
finance over fifty thousand marriages each 
year, with practically no risk at all, 
according to the financial experts.

SMALL MAJORITY FOR 
TOTALISATOR. 


WILL THE BILL SURVIVE? 

Many members, says the Press Associa- 
tion’s Lobby Correspondent, expressed the 
opinion immediately after the division on 
the Totalisator Bill in the House of 
Commons yesterday that a majority of 
fifteen is not enough to justify Govern- 
ment facilities for the later stages of a 
measure which would effect changes so 
considerable in the law. The Govern- 
ment’s undertaking in this connection last 
November.made no stipulation about the 
size of the majority: but, nevertheless, 
many members, includimg both supporters 
and opponents. of the bill, doubt whether 
the Government wil! show any enthusiasm 
for its future progress. 

Major Glyn, the promoter of the bill, 
was not at all*depressed by the smallness 
of the majority. “ The only decision come 
to to-day,’’ he said in the Lobby after 
the division, “was that the House 
appreves the principle of the bill, and 
thinks thé bill ought to be considered in 
its details by one of the Standing Com- 
mittees of the House. . There was nothing 
in the Governments promise requiring a 
large majority, and I do not think that 
the bill has n jeopardised by the fact 
that the majority is a small one. The 
House will have another chance of 
examining the bill when it comes back 
from Standing Committee, and it is 
possible that the Committee's examina- 
tion oí the details may make the bil] more 
attractive to the House.” 

A different view was expressed by Mr. 
W. T. Kelly, who had moved the rejection 
of the measure. ‘I do not see how the 
Government can give any facilities when 
the bill comes back from Standing Com- 
mittee,’ he said.  “ The majority is not 
sufficient for the purposes of Govern- 
ment action I think you will find that, 
by the time the Committee has finished 
with it, the Government will have arrived 
at the conclnsion that they are unable to 
assist the bill owine to pressure of public 
business. I noticed that when the figures 
wére read out in the House Mr. Churchill 
shook ‘his head disapprovinely. I think 
the significance of that is that the figures 
are not good enough to justfy him in 
providine facilities.” 

Onlv 283 members tcok part in the divi- 
sion—less than half the membership of 
the House.
